When onr sons begin to fall at the 
fighting lines there dealers will be found to have cornered the 
supply cf black clotb, and cnir mourning' will be money in their 
pockets. The urfly and heartless aspect of profiteering- is being 
revealed to g-o%re'niment and people at the very outbreak of the 
war.
